Failure of President Coolidge 
To Consult Them About 


Nomination “Miffed” Their 
Senatorial Pride.

His chief weakness, frum the po- 
litical point of view is that’ the 
regular republicans are lukewarm 
about him. Usually, in the case of 
a fight for confirmation of a cabi- 
net appointee, there would be some 
republican senators who would 
really put their shoulders into sup- 
port of him, make it a personal mat- 
ter and use their associations in the 
senate to put it over. Ordinarily, 
this would be done by some repub-* 
lican senators, either for the sake 
of the appoirtee or for the sake of 
the president. 

For Him, Not “Fur” Him. 

In Warren's case, the regular 
republican senators are “for” him 
but not “fur” him, to use a subtle 
distinction in the enunciation of 
emphasis that has political mean- 
ing in the middle west. For one 


reason, Coolidge didn’t consult the 
republican senators in advance of 
the appointment. He gave it out 
in the same breath with that of 
Kellogg, and both came to the sen- 
ate as a-surprise. 

The republican senators undoubt- 
edly think they ought to. be con- 
sulted in advance, not necessarily 
as senators, but as republican party 
leaders. Coolidge seems to make it 
a policy not to consult them. To a 
slight though not a serious ex- 
tent; some of the republican senators 
have an air of implying that since 
Coolidge appointed Warran without 
consulting them, now let Coolidge 
get him confirmed. 


Home Senators Against Him. 


Another reason for lukewarmness 
about Warren is that the two sena- 
tors from his state are not for him. 
It is true that one of the Michi- 
#an senators, Ferris is a democrat, 
and the other, Couzens, is one de- 
gree or another of an insurgent re- 
publican. Consequently their fail- 
ure to support Warren is not as 
much a departure from the ortho- 
dox routine as would be the case 
if they were regular republicans. 

Nevertheless, the _ tradition of 
senatorial courtesy, which requires 
that appointees of a president 
should be acceptable to senators of 
the same party from the appointee’s 
State, has some psychological 
weight. Each of the Michigan 
senators, when they were asked by 
the judiciary committee of the sen- 
ate about Warren’s' qualifications, 
replied in words which were short 
of formal opposition, but which 
were carefully chosen to be as sar- 
castically disapproving of Warren

Student Unable To Conquer 


STRUGGLED 12 YEARS TO OVERCOME FEAR OF DEATH 


‘Fear’ Complex Kills Himself 


New York, March 9.—Henry Mead. 
a graduate student at Columbia uni- 
versity, was unable after 12 years 
to conquer his fear of death. 

So today he killed himself, leaping 
to the street from the window of 
his dormitory room on the sixth 
floor of Hartley hall.

Tallahassee, Fla., Mareh 9.—(By 
the Associated Press.)--Thomas F. 
West today was selected a chief jus- 
tice of the supreme court of Florida, 
under the svstem of election by lot. 
Justice West, who has been on the 
supreme court bench for several 
vears, succeeds Justice Robert FEF. 
Taylor as chief justice. 

Chief Justice West wiil serve un- 
til January, 1927, when his term on 
the bench expires. 

Selection by lot of the chief jus- 
tice in this state, provided bv the 
constitution, the justices having au- 
thority to determine their own meth- 
od of election. The custom of “cut- 
tinge’ a new law book that has pre- 
vailed for may years was followed 
today. 


‘ihe justices assembled in the con- 
ference room and decided that a new 
law book, in its original package as 
shipped from the publishing house 
should. be used. It was agreed that 
Justice Strum, appointed by Gov- 
ernor Martin last week to succeed 
Chief Justice Taylor, should first 
open the volume, and be followed in 
turn by the other justices, according 
to seniority on the bench, the young: 
er members opening first, and that 
the justice who opened to a. page 
on which the first letter in the text 
was the nearest to the letter “Z’’ 
should be the new chief justice. Jus-’ 
tice West opened at the letter ‘““W.”’
